Fire Blight 


Much fire Wight is noticed in sev- 


eral orchards hsrc and there over 
the county, where the foliage is dy- 
ing back on., the. end of twigs. 
The 


disease occurs on pears and apples. 
Old pears and quince trees are often 
the main source of infection. 
The 


method of control usually 
recom- 


mended is to cut out in the fall the 
large. cankers where a small 
twig 


or limb joins the larger limb 
be- 


cause in these .locations the germ 
that pauses the disease lives over 
the winter. It has been found in In- 
diana that pear trees are very com- 
mon sources of infection for nearby 
apnlo trees. Also that certain var- 
ieties of apples such as Jonathan, 
Wealthy, and Transparent are 
es- 


pecially subject to fire blight. 


Peach Tree Borer 


Peach tree borers are known to

Shot Hole Borer

to 4 pounds of nitrate of. soda 
on1 


soil beneath tree in the'-spring to in- 
sure vigorous, growth.
